matter their undividetl attention. 

Jjt \m not onderatood that the sending 
of a s|Mcial message on Chilian affair.^ 
necessarily implien any addition to the 
warlike features of the situation. The 
president's annual message contained 
two promises. One was that if the "just 
antidpationB of the United States in re- 
gard to some adequate and satisfactory 
response by Chili" to the note calling for 
apology and reparation should l>e dis- 
appointed, or "further needless delay in- 
tenrene," the pretiident wonld, br special 
message, bring this matter aawn to the 
attention of congress "for lacn aotloa as 
may be neoeaary." 

The other promise was an nncondi- 
ticmal one, namely, "the entire corre- 
spondence with the government of Chili 
wiU, at an early day, be submitted 
to congress." It is understood that it is 
the latter promise that is now in course 
of fulfillment, but it is intimated tliat 
there may be some important sn«pw- 
tions, net abeolntely of a, warlike Sar- 
aotwr, eooompanying the papers. 

There hare been no further wariilce 
derelopments in the Chilian sitnation.to- 
day. None are likely to occur. Accord- 
ing to the beet obtainable inf otnaation 
there three important facte which 
cBTest the •wadUke rnmon of the past 
few days of searly ail their significance. 
First, the basis of negotiations iias 
been transferred. absolutely from Santi- 
ago to Waithington. Second, the Chilian 

StTemmeat has indicated throngh Mr. 
ontt. its r e pres e ntative here, a willing- 
ness to submit the questions of fact m 
dispute to arUtration. Third, the presi- 
dent will lay bef OTO ooogrese the whole 
corre«pondsi|oe, and mar possibly ac- 
cqmpany that transmittal with a reoom- 
menuation that the matter be referred 
to the arbitration of flia Mexican min- 
ister in Washington, Senor Romero. 

Signor Don Pedro Montt, Chilian min- 
ister, is himself the authority for the 
statement that the negotiations have 
been transferred from the Chilian cap- 
ital to the seat of government of the 
TTiiited Statse. Mr.Mnntt says that if 
the questions in controrersy had been 
left to himself and Mr. Blaine a settle- 
ment wonld have been arrived at long 
before this. The chief difficulty, he 
says, in the way of an adjtutment has 
has arisen from the straiiied relations

channel, and the correspondence is be- 
ing conducted directly from here, chief- 
ly oy cable and withont the intervention 
of our minister in Santiago. This re- 
moves one great source of friction, 
though at the same time leaving the 
American minister in an anamalous po- 
sition from which it is thought he will 
shortly be reUeved in some mamier, 
either by a leave of absence or other- 
wise, just as soon as the perplexing mat- 
ter of the Bulmuccdan refugees is ad 
justed. 

The suggestion that arbitration is to 
be resorted to seems to rest ujKin g(x>d 
authority. The question involved is one 
of fact, not one ot conBtnu tion. If the 
fact« are a.s contended fur by the United 
States, Chili, it is said, will not dispute 
the conclusion that uii insult was ofi^red 
to the unifonu of the Unite<l States for 
which an apology and rejmration may be 
justly a.sked and may with equal justice 
and no loss of 8elf-r8.'ii)ect be accorded 
by Cliih. 

Tlio history of the attempt by the late 
Pan-American conference to adopt some 
general plan of arbitration which should 
be biuoing upon "all the republics of 
North, (.'-eutral and South Auieiica," 
places both the United States and Chili 
in a peculiar position on this question. 
The original propositions were that 
every question arisin^f between the coun- 
tries should be subject to arbitration, 
except "where, in the judgment of any 
nation involved in the controversy, its 
independence might be endangered by 
the result of arbitration." 

The United .States and six of the other 
nations {Mirticipatiug in this conference, 
unhesitatingly adopted this formula. 
Mexico, thn^ugh Minister Kuiuero, 
made some reservations as to refeiring 
questions directly alfectiug the dignity 
of the nation to the judgment of a thiid 
party, and the representatives of Cliili 
filed a v\'ritten statement of their views, 
in which they took the same ground as 
Merico, and added: "We, the delegaioe 
from Chili, do therefore declare that 
while we recognize as an absolute 
proi^osition the excellence of the princi- 
ple arbitration, we do not accept it as 
unconditional and obligaujry. Tlie 
government of the republic will in the 
future, as ii has done in the past, resort 
to arbitration for the settlement of in- 
ternational conflicts or diCQculties in 
which it may be involvetl, whenever in 
its judgment the controversy or ques- 
tion may admit of such settlement. 

The Chilian go\ erument, it is now 
said, has, through its proper representa- 
tive, admitted tna Baltimore incident'to 
be one of the difficulties which admit of 
such settlement. Among the terms of 
settlement by arbitration which recei ved 
the ananimous consent in the Pan- 
Anietioan conference. Chili alone c*

— It i.s very diffl- 
rull to receive any infonnation from 
Mexico concerning the situation in that 
country and the feeling among the peo- 
ple there. The military officers on the 
right bank of the Bio Grande, it is un-

New York. Jan. 4. — A London dis- 
patch to The World contains this: A per- 
sonal letter received here from an official 
high in the esteem of the Dias govern- 
ment in the Gitjr of Mexico throws new 
light on the aiiBtiiigtroalile. The letter 
reads: 

"Yon ask. does the Mexican govern- 
ment fear the Ghuraa movement It does. 
Preoident Diaz is not popular with the 
masses.

his pleasure. In Mexico there is no 
politics. Diaz rules. The people arp not 
satisfied with this state of affairs, and 
were they in a position to do so they 
would jom Uatanno Garza today. Diaz 
knows this and feais it Bvery com- 
pany, troop and battery in Hm Mexican 
army is ready te move atoaoe. This 
Qarsa movement, in my opinion, is no 
small thing. 

"Ones he can get into Mexloo there is 
no telling what may hanien. What is 
worrying the Mexican government is 
where he is getting the money to prose- 
cute his campaign. Garsa aas money 
behind him, but who famishes it is what 
we an woaUi like te know. I spsak uf 
Garsa, but no one bsUeves him to be in 
command, as Gataa is ssssntially a civil- 
ian, a man «f good addrsss and popular, 
but he is Bot a sddisr. When the time 
comse a wall known man. who is loved 
by all Meiicans, will lead the revolution- 
ists. I leave yoa to detennina the Bisn 
-it WiU be a dUBoolt tssk. 

"Another ooint, Dias is not popular 
with the Cathoho church. Under the 
government the church as a religion has 
freedom, but it can not own lands. 
Many people claim that the prissthood 
are in synipathy with ttM iffolntionists.

In Nov('iii' ''r last news reached Tantr- 
ler from Fez, the principjvl city of tlie 
cowitry and the real capital, that all the 
minlttera aad court had been diamiwed 
la diagnoe. Among the faHaa was 
Mnlai Ismain, the miltan's favorite 
brother. He for sereral years, huld the 
khalifaship of his brother, that is to say, 
he fonnwl a sort of supr«ine court of ap- 
peal to whom all ca.s4>s alreddy decified 
ty the local ffovomors could be referred. 

Excfptinjc the sultan and the various 
heads of the sheerifian families, the 
khalifa was the only man from whom 
the nobility of Morocco thought they 
could accept judf^raent without deroRa- 
tion. No reason was known for his dis- 
grar«, but it wa,s thought it was the re- 
sult of a court intrigue. He had many 
friends nrionp the upjwr classes and 
amon)( the tribesmen, and it may be 
that his diflniisaal la Um otnaaof tiM 
present trouble. 

It was said by some of the native^^, at 
the time of his exile from Fez. that Mu- 
lai Ismaiu was the instiirator of a plot to 
df^pose his brother and to take the throne 
hiiiiM'lf. This affords a l)aj»is for a con- 
.tectnre that the rel)ellion now in pro- 
gresi* in tiie vicinity of Tangier may per- 
haps be an attninpt t^) carry out the plans 
•f the allejied c(>n«])iiators. However 
the ca-se may W. the fact remains that 
the British autlmriticsare takingjjrorapt 
and energetic sti'jw to jirotect British in- 
terests in Morocco. 

One of the iiiijiortant points in that 
country in possession of the British is 
Cape .Tnby. It was reported some time 
tince that the British had determined to 
abandon this place. l>ut it wius later 
stated that th^'y hail no intention of do- 
ing so. On (111! ((jiitrary. it wa.s de- 
dared that tliey were actively engage<l 
in fortifying the ntatii^n. and were alx)at 
to est;ibli.sh a goN cninr's residence, with 
the ol).iect of improving trade relations 
with the desert trilies.
